Brazil's Finanees Looking Up but the Poles
Are Troublesome,

REPORTS FROM A LRPER SETTLEMENT

FOFECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DIAPATON.|

NEw Yoerx, Jao. 14.~The budget of
eable news from BSouth Ameriea to-night
contsing the following: The Veneauelan
Government is preparing for the consumma-
tion of the reciprocity treaty with the United
States, and the news thatit has been effected
is likely to be received in Washington be-
fore the end of February. The proposed
treaty has been wunder consideration in
Caracas for over a month, and all its pro-
visions bave besn earefully examined in the
interest of Venesuelan commerce, Thesen-
timent of the mereantile and financial com-
munity is in favor of a reciprocity system
that be advantageous to the country,
but there is no desire that all its benefits
shall accrue to the United States. There is
6 widespread interest in the extension of
trade between Lagusyra and New York,

There are but fiying rumoers from Argen-
tine concerning’the January inundation at
Cordoya. There sppears to be no doubt,
bowever, that it wrought great destruction
in the city and that many lives were lost
by it

To mdd to the financial and eommercial
troubles of the country, the maise erop of
the regions along the Rlode la Plata has
suffered greatly from the ravages of locusts
and the long-continued drought.

Uruguay Tired of Her Army.

The military establishwent of Uruguay,
which isthe smaliest Republic in Bouth
America, with & population but little over
500,000, has been reduced. It has had 4,000
troops belonging to the thres branches of
the service, but its standing army now con-
siste of 1,000 infantry. The little country is
well supplied with railroads and has & prose
Derous commerce,

In Pertt there is great ssiisfaction over
the appointment of ex-President Gaceres a8
Minister to Eulud and France. Dauring
his four years' term of the Presidener,
which ezpired last year, be rendered
memorable services to his country as a
statesman and a soldier, and it 1s believed
that he will shine as a diplomatist in

rope.
